The annual general meeting of the Prudential Assurance Com- 
pany Limited was held on Thursday, March 2, 1933, at the chief 
ofice of the company, Holborn Bars, London, E.C.1; Sir Edgar 
Horne, Bart., the Chairman of the company, presided, and said : 

The premium income has increased in each of the three 
branches of the company, and our total income which, in addi- 
tion to premiums, includes interest and dividends and considera- 
tion for annuities granted, now amounts to £48,685,145. The 
assets of the company have increased to £263,694,842. 

As compared with 1931, the ordinary branch statement for 
1932 is as follows:—New sums_ assured, £19,274,723 
(£20,269,138); total premiums received, including single pre- 
miums, £12,876,892 (£12,170,289); total premiums received, ex- 
duding single premiums, £12,235,921 (£11,809,445); sums

£912,885,725) ; consideration for annuities granted, £1,396,912 
(£675,186) ; death claims, £2,672,549 (£2,422,793); endowments

The result of the 1932 valuation of the assets and liabilities 
of the company shows that there is a total surplus from all 
branches of £10,280,481. 

In the ordinary branch in respect of policies in force on 
December 31, 1982, a reversionary bonus of £2 6s. per £100 
original participating sum assured has been declared for whole 
life assurances and a reversionary bonus of £2 per £100 original 
participating sum assured for endowment assurances. 

The release of the ordinary branch contingency fund enables 
the directors to declare an additional reversionary bonus of 
ls. per £100 original participating sums assured in respect of 
both whole life and endowment assurances in the case of holders 
of policies issued before 1932, which were in force on Decem- 
vr 31, 1932. Policies to which this additional bonus applies 
will on this occasion thus receive a bonus of £3 2s. per cent. 
in the case of whole life assurances and £2 16s. per cent. in the 
case of endowment assurances. 

The larger amount of industrial branch surplus available this 
year, namely, £5,161,944, for participating policies, has enabled 
the directors to take a very large step forward in their policy 
if making the bonus on policies issued prior to 1923 into a re- 
vsionary bonus. In respect of participating policies issued 
during the years 1903 to 1922 inclusive the directors have de- 
ared a reversionary bonus of £15 15s. per cent. in place of the 
bonus which was declared last year and guaranteed for 16 years. 

e bonus on policies issued before 1903 has again been 
puaranteed for 16 years and ranges from 20 to 70 per cent. 
vertain of these alterations in the industrial branch bonus do 
uot apply to policies in the Irish Free State. 

Industrial branch participating policies issued after 1922 have 
len receiving reversionary bonuses from the date of issue, 
ind these policies will receive a reversionary bonus of £1 10s. 
fer £100 sum assured. The release of the ordinary branch and 
industrial branch contingency funds has enabled the directors 





0 declare a further reversionary bonus of 12s. per £100 sum 
‘sured on March 3, 1933. This additional 12s. applies only to 
industrial branch participating policies issued after 1922 and 
vefore 1932. 

During the past twelve months the rise in value of our in- 
‘estments taken as a whole has almost completely compensated 
the heavy fall in 1931, and in some groups, such as British 
“vernment securities, the depreciation in 1931 has been more 
than eliminated. 

The resulting position as at the end of the year is that not 
‘tly have we a substantial margin between the market valve and 

k value of our assets, but our investments reserve funds, 
‘mounting to £5 million, and our common and special contin- 
fency funds remain intact to meet a possible adverse movement 
M security values in the future.

COMPANY MEETING 


BOVRIL Ltd. 


Presiding at the Thirty-Sixth Annual General Meeting 
of Bovril, Limited, held in London, the Lord Luke, K.B.E. 
(chairman), said the indebtedness of subsidiaries was in- 
creased by £12,678 owing to an increased loan of that 
amount to Bovril Australian Estates, whilst the ‘* Invest- 
ments in ‘‘ Associated Companies ’’ were only £231 different 
from the 1931 figures. 

The first alteration of importance in the accounts came 
under the heading of ‘‘ Stock of Cattle, Raw Material and 
Manufactured Products, at home and abroad, taken at or 
below cost”? at £1,316,242, as against £1,639,492. This 
reduction of some £323,250 was due in part to the writing 
down referred to in the report and in part to a reduced 
stock of store cattle. 


THE ARGENTINE MISSION 
Last April-May he was again in the Argentine, but they 
had heard so much about that great country of late,

BOVRIL CANADIAN BUSINESS 

Some of the Canadian Provinces, in their search for 
revenue, had made things difficult as regards taxation for a 
United Kingdom company with branches in those Provinces. 
One could quite understand the outlook of the revenue 
authorities. They saw a great company, trading locally, 
and, without having much idea of the distribution of its 
business all over the world they endeavoured to secure what 
seemed to them a reasonable proportion of the company’s 
profits, but usually such assessment was altogether an ex- 
travagant proportion, possibly more than the whole of the 
local profits. Only by keeping very elaborate accounts for 
the purpose could they estimate the profits in each Canadian 
Province. it was quite difficult enough to run a business 
to-day, without having to spend the time studying the local 
fiscal laws all over the world, where each province and 
country was at its wits end to raise revenue. They had got 
over this particular trouble by transferring the Bovril 
Canadian business to a Canadign company that had been 
associated with them for twenty years—Food Specialists of 
Canada, Limited—which was originally formed by Estates 
Control, Limited, and owned the Bovril Factory in 
Montreal. The name has been changed to ‘‘ Bovril Canada, 
Limited,’’ and practically the whole of the shares belonged 
to Bovril, Limited, and Estates Control, Limited. 


TUBERCULOSIS IN YOUNG WAGE EARNERS 

Sir James Crichton-Browne, M.D., LL.D., F.R.S., drew 
attention to the disquieting fact that during the last thirty 
years there had been a retardation in the rate of decline of 
mortality from pulmonary tuberculosis amongst adolescent 
males and an actual increase in the death rate amongst 
young women from 15 to 25 years of age. 

He attributed this to two factors—malnutrition 
fatigue. Young wage earning girls often worked under 
conditions of stress and strain. After a hurried, perhaps, 
scanty breakfast they had to journey to their places of 
business in all weathers and often contracted colds which 
they neglected. They had a lunch that was not dietetically 
satisfactory, and in the evening, owing to night classes, 
cinemas, theatres or dari¢es, they did not get the rest they 
required. Sir James suggested that if those girls could be 
provided with a cup of Bovril and a biscuit at 11 o’clock 
every forenoon this would prove a valuable protective 
measure, the cost of which would be more than compensated 
for by increased production and diminished absenteeism.

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World Trade in 1932 (Page 360) 

Countries whose currency movements have not 
approximated to those of the United States dollar 
increased their share of world trade last year to a 
certain extent in respect of imports, and to a very 
substantial extent as regards exports. The decline 
in value of United Kingdom imports (18:2 per cent.) 
compares with an average decline for all countries 
of 24-6 per cent. As regards domestic exports, the 
United Kingdom shows a decline of 6°5 per cent., 
compared with an average for all countries of 
24°8 per cent. 


Foreign Coal, Iron and Steel (Page 364) 

Production of coal and of pig iron continued to 
decline in 1932 in all the countries surveyed, the 
United Kingdom recording the smallest decline 
(4°6 per cent.) for coal and almost the smallest for 
pig iron (5:3 per cent.). The United Kingdom was 
the only country to show an increase in steel output 
(1-0 per cent.); the decline in steel production in the 
United States, Germany and France amounted to 
48 per cent., 30°6 per cent., and 283 per cent., 
respectively. 


Wholesale Prices in February (Page 367) 

A decrease of 1:3 per cent., on balance, is shown 
as compared with the previous month and a decrease 
of 60 per cent. as compared with February, 19382, 
the index numbers for the three months being 82°8, 
83°9 and 88-1 respectively (1930 = 100). 


Passenger Movement by Sea in 1932 (Page 370) 
The returns show an inward balance of British 
passengers by sea to the United Kingdom from non- 





European countries amounting to 48,953, or 138,704 
more than in 1931. The aggregate number of pas. 
sengers carried to and from non-European ports in. 
creased by about 6 per cent., while passenger traffic 
to the Continent decreased by nearly 25 per cent. 


Foreign Exchanges in February (Page 379) 

The London rates on each of the first eight centres 
for which quotations are shown recorded little 
change during the month, the largest variation being 
less than a half of 1 per cent. The Swedish crown 
depreciated by nearly 24 per cent. 


Temporary Importations, Exportations, etc. 

(Page 388) 
A Notice (No. 205) has been issued in connection 
with the Import Duties Act, 1982, by the Customs 
authorities concerning (a) goods imported into the 
United Kingdom with a view to re-exportation; (b) 
goods exported for process and subsequent re-impor-

WORLD TRADE IN 1932 
CHIEF COUNTRIES’ DECLINES IN IMPORT AND EXPORT VALUES SINCE 1929 


In an article in the ‘‘ Board of Trade Journal ’’ of 
October 13 last (pages 481-3) some particulars were 
given of the trade during the first half of 1932 of 
eighteen of the most important countries of the world. 
The tables on pages 362-3 contain a comparison of the 
import and export trade of these countries during 
1929, 1930, 1931 and 1932, and the half-yearly varia- 
tions of such trade during the years 1930, 1931 and 
1932, compared with the trade in the corresponding 
period of 1929. The comparison for the complete years 
includes also aggregates of the trade of other countries, 
so far as these are available; the total import and 
export trade of all these countries in 1929 represented 
over 80 per cent. of the world total. As the informa- 
tion relates to the aggregate value of the trade of each 
country, and not to the physical volume of trade, in 
making a comparison of the percentage changes for the 
various countries some allowance must be made for 
price changes, which will not have affected equally the 
trade of each of the countries, either as regards imports 
or as regards exports. 


Conversions into sterling have been made at par, 
and in considering the figures for the second half of 
1931 and for the two half-yearly periods of 1932, this 
fact must be borne in mind. Of the countries shown 
in the table, those whose currencies retained approxi- 
mately their former relation to sterling during the 
period subsequent to their departure from the gold 
standard were Australia, British India and British 
Malaya. The Scandinavian currencies moved approxi- 
mately with sterling during the second half of 1931; 








for the first half of 1932 the Danish crown retained 
its parity with sterling, while sterling was at an 
average premium of about 4 and 5 per cent., respec- 
tively, compared with Swedish and Norwegian curren- 
cies; for the second half of 1932 sterling was at a 
premium in relation to all three currencies, the 
premium amounting to about 5, 6 and 9 per cent. for 
Danish, Swedish and Norwegian currency, respec- 
tively. For Canada, the average rates of exchange for 
the second half of 1931 and the two halves of 1932 
were 4513, 4098 and 3-858 dollars to the £, respec- 
tively, while the currency movements of the other 
countries named (except Japan) approximated to those 
of United States dollars, for which the average rates 
of exchange were 4-209, 3°600 and 8-408 dollars to «he 
£, respectively, in the three half-years ended Decem- 
ber, 1931, and June and December, 1982, as compared 
with the par rate of 4-867 to the £. Japan departed 
from the gold standard on December 14, 1931, and 
sterling was at a premium in relation to this currency 
of 11 and 49 per cent. in the first and second halves 
of 1932, respectively. 


The effect of converting into sterling at par is t 
represent the position of each country as it appears in 
the trade returns of that country, and in the absence 
of information which would enable comparisons to be 
made in terms of commodities this appears to be the 
best basis to adopt. It may be noted, in passing, that 
the purchasing power of the € sterling in terms of 
commodities has shown greater stability during the 
past two years than that of most other currencies. 
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The following table shows the aggregate value in 
gach half-year of the years 1931 and 1932 of the 
imports and exports of those countries whose ex- 
changes have approximately followed the American 
dollar and of other countries, respectively. For the 
urpose of comparison Canada and Japan have been 
included in the latter group.

It will be seen that the aggregate values (conver- 
sions being made into sterling at par) of both imports 
and exports of the countries whose currency move- 
ments have approximated to those of United States 
dollars show substantially greater reductions than those 
df the remaining countries, and that, on this basis, 
exports of the latter group in the second half of 1932 
were greater in value than in the first half. 


Revaluing the trade of the second group of countries 
oa United States dollar basis, it will be seen from 
the following table that, on this basis, while the pro- 
portionate decline in 1932, as compared with 19381, in 
the value of imports was somewhat less, the decline in 
the value of exports was considerably greater in the 
case of the dollar exchange countries than for the 
others.

Conversion on this basis fails adequately to repre- 
sent the position of the trade of the two groups, and 
it would only be practicable to make a true comparison 
if in each country the imports and exports were re- 
valued on the basis of prices in a fixed period, so that 
changes in the volume of trade and not in the recorded 
value could be ascertained. Certain countries make 
such calculations, and in the following table particulars 
are given of the changes in the recorded values, volume 
and average values of the imports and exports of 
seven of the countries included in the table, for the 
year 1932 or the latest portion of that year for which 
particulars are available, as compared with the corre- 
sponding period of 1981.

It should be noted that the substantial increase 
thown both in the recorded value and the volume of 
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exports from Norway in 1932 was due mainly to the 
low level of exports in 1931 owing to labour troubles 
which occurred in the summer of that year. While the 
number of countries in the ‘* other ’’ exchange group 
included in this table is not sufficiently representative 
to permit of any general conclusions being drawn from 
the recorded changes in volume of trade as to the rela- 
tive position of the import and export trade of the two 
groups as a whole, it will be seen that, as regards 
exports, there were declines of between 21 and 30 fer 
cent, in the volume of exports from the four dollar 
exchange countries, while the changes in the ease of 
the United Kingdom and Denmark were of very slight 
proportions. 


There is a very marked spread between the two 
groups of countries in respect of the average values of 
imports, and a somewhat smaller spread in the case 
of exports, The large spread in the case of imports 
might have been expected from the consideration that 
a proportion of the imports into dollar exchange 
countries will have been received from countries having 
relatively depreciated currencies, and conversely in the 
case of the other group of countries. This spread, how- 
ever, is much less than that between the average and 
the par rates of exchange of the non-dollar exchange 
countries and the relative position of these countries 
as regards imports is considerably better than that 
shown by the above table, in which the trade of all 
countries is converted into United States dollars. The 
same remarks apply, but with greater force, to exports, 
and there is no doubt that the countries whose currency 
movements have not approximated to those of the 
United States dollar have increased their share of the 
world trade, to a certain extent in respect of imports, 
and to a very substantial extent in respect of exports. 


Whole Year 1982.—The figures for the trade of the 
world, so far as available, show a decline in 1932, as 
compared with 1931, of 24°6 per cent. in the value of 
imports for home consumption and of 24°8 per cent. for 
domestic exports. In comparison with 1930, the corre- 
sponding declines were 43-5 per cent. and 44’8 per cent. 
respectively, while as compared with 1929 the value of 
imports fell by 54:1 per cent. and that of exports by 
56°0 per cent. As regards imports, the decline in value 
since 1931 in the case of the United Kingdom (18:2 per 
cent.) is about three-fourths of the average for all 
countries. Two countries—Australia and Japan—show 
increases, of 22:1 per cent. and 15°9 per cent., re- 
spectively, and only two others—British India and 

sritish Malaya—show smaller decreases (3°6 per cent. 
and 16°8 per cent. respectively) than the United 
Kingdom. The substantial increase recorded in the 
case of Australia is due partly to the removal, in the 
latter half of last year, of import prohibitions and sur- 
taxes on certain classes of goods, while that shown for 
Japan is doubtless due mainly to the conversion into 
sterling having been on a par basis, whereas during 
last year the yen was at an average discount of 27 per 
cent. compared with sterling. The United States 
shows the largest decline (36°7 per cent.) in the value 
of imports relative to 1931, followed closely by Czecho- 
slovakia (86°4 per cent.) and Austria (35-8 per cent.). 


On the export side, Australia, Japan and Norway 
show increases of 7-6, 21-8 and 21-7 per cent., respec- 
tively, but, as already indicated, the two latter in- 
creases are affected by special considerations. Of the 
remaining countries, the United Kingdom shows by far 
the smallest decline (6:5 per cent.), Denmark and 
Sweden coming next with declines of 14:1 and 15°8 per 
cent., respectitély. Czechoslovakia shows the largest 
decline (44 per cent.), and other countries with declines 
of over 40 per cent. are Switzerland, Austria and 
Germany. 


Comparison with 1929.—Imports.—In regard to im- 
ports for home consumption, the proportionate decline 
in the total, as compared with the corresponding period 
of 1929, has been progressive since the beginning of 
1930, To what extent this decline may be due to price 
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changes and how far to reduced volume of trade the 
information available is insufficient to determine. 


As in each half-year after June, 1930, Australia 
showed in the first half of 19382 a heavier decline 
(676 per cent.) in comparison with 1929 than any 
other country. For the second half of 1932, however, 
the decline in the value of imports in the case of 
Australia was appreciably smaller (59-3 per cent.), and 
the greatest decline (72-8 per cent.) was shown by the 
United States, which for the first six months had shown 
a decline (67-3 per cent.) almost as great as that for 
Australia. After the United States, Canada, Germany, 
Czechoslovakia, Italy and Austria showed the next 
heaviest declines, ranging from 66°8 to 63-2 per cent., 
in the second half of 1932 as compared with July- 
December, 1929. Excluding Japan, for which the 
figures are affected by conversion at par, Norway, 
Sweden, Switzerland and Denmark, in that order, 
showed the smallest declines (between 36 and 42 per 
cent.), thus maintaining the position which they held 
in the five previous half-years. The United Kingdom 
was next, with a decline of 43:3 per cent., and of the 
remaining countries only India and France showed 
decreases less than the average for all the countries 
specified (55°5 per cent.). 


Ezports.—As for imports, the aggregate exports from 
the countries specified have shown a progressive decline 
in value since the beginning of 1930, but the value in 
the second half of 1932 was slightly greater than in the 
first half of the year, though relatively to the corre- 
sponding period of 1929 there was a slightly greater 
proportionate decline in the second than in the first 
half of the year. 


For the second half of 1982 compared with the corre- 
sponding period of 1929, Norway, Japan and Australia 
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showed decreases of 24 or 25 per cent., Denmark 
following with a decrease of nearly 34 per cent., while 
the other countries showing declines smaller than the 
average for all the countries specified (57°6 per cent.) 
were the United Kingdom, Canada, India, Italy and 
Belgium, the decline in each case being over 50 per 
cent. As in the first half of 1932, the United States 
showed the heaviest decline (71'7 per cent.), followed 
by Czechoslovakia, Austria and Switzerland. Six 
countries—Canada, Australia, India, Japan and 
Norway—showed a smaller decline in the value of ex. 
ports in the second than in the first half of 1932, com. 
pared with the corresponding period of 1929. In the 
case of Australia this smaller decline for the second 
than for the first half of the year is due, as in previous 
years, to the abnormally low exports in the second half 
of 1929, while in the case of Japan and Norway, whose 
currencies were at an increasing discount in relation to 
sterling, the position is affected by conversion of these 
currencies into sterling at par. 


BALANCE OF IMPORTS AND EXXPoRTS 


Comparable particulars showing the difference be. 
tween the value of total imports and that of total 
exports are not available for all the principal countries, 
a number of countries recording only imports for home 
consumption and exports of domestic produce; there 
are also differences in the methods of valuation in the 
various countries which may affect the comparability 
of the figures for one country with those of another, 
and, in cases where no allowance is made for freight 
and insurance on imports, this will give rise to a more 
favourable balance than if the imports had been valued 
on the usual c.i.f. basis.

dealt with in this article. 


Countries having in each of the four years an excess 
of exports over imports are British India, the United 
States and Germany, while Czechoslovakia showed an 
adverse balance only in 1982. The value of the credit 
balance declined from year to year in the case of India 
aud the United States, while in the case of Germany, 
alter increasing from £18 million in 1929 to £1406 
million in 1931, it declined last year to £52-5 million. 
Australia, Italy and the Netherlands reduced their 
debit balance year by year up to 1981, this being turned 
in the case of Australia to an appreciable credit balance 
i the latter year, but of these countries only the 
Netherlands maintained this improvement in 1932, 
although Australia still showed a favourable balance.

Other countries in which, as for the United Kingdom, 
there was in 1982 a reduction in the excess of imports 
over exports, were France, Japan, Denmark, Sweden, 
Norway and Austria. Of these countries, France, 
Japan, Denmark and Norway, like the United King- 
dom, had shown an increasing ‘‘ adverse ’’ balance in 
the three previous years, as did Switzerland, the only 
country for which this movement was continuous 
during the period covered by the table. In the case 
of Canada a debit balance of £2-2 million in 1931 was 
turned into a credit balance of £10-2 million in 1932, 
but it should be noted that Canada as well as the 
United States records for imports the values in the ex- 
porting country, so that the balances for these countries 
are not directly comparable with those for other 
countries specified in the table. The difference might 
be sufficient in the case of Canada, though not in that 
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of the United States, to change the balance for the 
latest year into an excess of imports over exports.

The aggregate output of coal in the countries covered 
by the table amounted to 735 million tons in 1982, as 
compared with 855 million tons in 1931 and 989 mil- 
lion tons in 1930. The proportion of these totals pro- 
duced in the United Kingdom rose from 24-7 per cent. 
in 1930 to 25-7 per cent. in 1981, and 28-5 per cent. in 
1932. The share of the United States fell from 48-0 
per cent. in 1930 to 46-1 per cent. and 43-1 per cent. 
in 1931 and 1932 respectively, while that of Germany, 
which fell from 14-2 per cent. in 1930 to 13-6 per cent. 
in 1931, was 14-0 per cent. in 1982. Largely as a 
result of a considerable decrease in Polish output, the 
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share of the remaining European countries, which wag 
13-1 per cent. in 1930, was slightly smaller (14-4 pe 
cent.) in 1932 than in 1931 (14-6 per cent.). 

Comparing the outputs of the various countries fo, 
1932 with those of 1931, it is found that all showed 
decreases, the smallest being in respect of the United 
Kingdom (46 per cent.). The largest decreage 
occurred in Poland (24-7 per cent.), while other per. 
centage decreases were as follows:—Belgium, 20-9. 
United States, 19-6; Germany, 11-7; Saar District, 8-2. 
and France, 7-5. The decrease in the case of Belgium 
was due mainly to the stoppage in the coal industry in 
July and August, 1932, and it may be noted that cog! 
stocks at pithead in Belgium were reduced by over 
two million tons between the end of June and the end 
of November. 

From information received as to the number of days 
worked in France, Belgium, Germany, Poland and the 
United States, it is estimated that the average daily 
outputs of coal in March, June, September and 
December, 1932, and in December, 1931, were as

The French figures indicate that the lowest daily 
output in 1932 was in respect of June: increases were 
recorded after that date, and daily coal output was 
higher in November than in any month since March, 
1931. In Belgium the daily production rose slightly 
in January, but declined in the next five months; fol- 
lowing on the settlement of the dispute early in Sep- 
tember, increases brought the figure for December up 
to about the January level. With the exception of 
March and May, a declining daily output was recorded 
in the first eight months of the year in Germany, but 
a considerable improvement took place in September, 
October and November, a seasonal decline being re- 
corded in December. There was a somewhat similar 
movement in the figures recorded for Poland, daily 
output increasing between July and November. In the 
United States, except for increases in February and 
March, daily production of coal decreased in the first 
half of the year; in the second half considerable in- 
creases occurred, the figure for December, 1932, being 
higher than that for the corresponding month of 'ast 
year.

The total output of pig iron in the countries for 
which particulars are given in the above table amounted 
to 27-6 million tons in 1982, as against 42°8 million tons 
in 1931 and 64-9 million tons in 1930. The output in 
1932 represented a reduction of 35°5 per cent. as com- 
pared with 1931 and of 57-5 per cent. as compared with 
1930. A comparison of the aggregates recorded for 
1932 for the individual countries with those for the 
previous year shows that a decline of 52-5 per cent. 
took place in the United States; in Germany and France 
the corresponding percentage reductions were 35-1 and 
82°3 per cent. respectively, but in the United Kingdom 
a decrease of only 5-3 per cent. was recorded. The 
output figures for Belgium, the Saar District and 
Luxemburg were lower by 13-9, 10-9 and 4:6 per cent. 
respectively. 

Of the total output of pig iron in the seven countries 
named above, the share of the United States was 31-5 
per cent. in 1932 as compared with 42°7 per cent. in 
1931 and 48-8 per cent. in 1930, while that of Germany 
was 14:0, 13-9 and 14:7 per cent. in the three years 
respectively. The United Kingdom proportion, which 
fell from 9-5 per cent. in 1930 to 8°8 per cent. in 1931, 
rose to 13-0 per cent. in 1932. Production in France, 
the Saar District, Belgium and Luxemburg, taken to- 
gether, represented 41-5 per cent. of the total in 1932, 
compared with 34-5 per cent. in 1931 and 27-0 per cent. 
in 1930.

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The aggregate output of crude steel in the countries 
shown in the above table was 35°7 million tons in 19382, 
as compared with 52-8 million tons in 1931 and 76-1 
million tons in 1930. To the 1932 aggregate should be 
added the output in the United States of steel castings 
and of crucible and electric steel ingots, the particulars 
of which are not yet available; in 1931 the output of 
these products amounted to 0-8 million tons, and, in 
view of the considerable decline in 1932 in the output 
ot other steel in the United States, it may perhaps be 
assumed, for the purpose of arriving at an aggregate 
for the year, that the additional output was about 0-5 
million tons. 


The proportion of these totals produced in the United 
States was about 38 per cent. in 1932, 48-4 per cent. 
in 1931, and 53-5 per cent. in 1930. The share of 
Germany increased from 14°9 per cent. in 1930 to 15:2 
per cent. in 1931 and 15-7 per cent. in 1932, while the 
production for the United Kingdom, which formed 9-6 
and 9-7 per cent. of the total in 1930 and 1931 respec- 
tively, increased to 14°5 per cent. in 1932. The aggre- 
gate output of the remaining four countries, taken 
together increased from 22-0 per cent. in 1930 to 26-7 
per cent. in 1931, and 32-2 per cent. in 1982. 


Comparing the total outputs for the individual 
countries for 1932 with the corresponding figures for 
1931, there was an increase of 1-0 per cent. in the 
United Kingdom. Reductions were recorded in the 
remaining countries as follows: United States, about 
48 per cent.; Germany, 30°6 per cent.; France, 283 
per cent.; Belgium, 10-0 per cent.; the Saar District, 
4-9 per cent.; and Luxemburg, 3-9 per cent. 


Owing to lack of information as to the number of 
days worked in each month, it is not possible to show 
the trend of production in all countries on a daily basis. 
The figures in the table, however, indicate that the 
daily rate of production was lowest in May in France, 
in July in the United States and Belgium, and in 
‘August in the United Kingdom and the Saar District. 
Subsequent to these months output increased in these 
countries, although a fall was recorded in France in 
September, and there was a seasonal decline in the 
United States and the United Kingdom in December. 
In Germany considerable increases were recorded in 
February, April and May, and again in October and 
November, while in Luxemburg a steadily-increasing 
rate of production was recorded up to November. The 
average daily outputs of crude steel in Germany 
(ingots and castings) and the United States (ingots 
only) during March, June, September, and December,

rials, a small increase for iron and steel was recorded, 
but decreases were shown in all the other groups, the 
declines for cotton and for textiles other than cotton 
and wool amounting to 2-7 and 2-0 per cent. 
respectively. 


As compared with a year earlier, decreases were, with 
two exceptions, recorded in each of the groups, the 
largest reductions being for ‘* other textiles ’’ (15-6 per 
cent.), ‘‘ other food ’’ (14-9 per cent.), cereals (12-5 
per cent.), and wool (10 per cent.). 

A comparison of the 150 price averages for February 
with those relating to January shows 18 increases and 
79 decreases, the 53 articles of food accounting for 11 of 
the former and 37 of the latter. Of the 11 increases for 
food, 7 were of less than 5 per cent., 3 were of between 
5 and 13 per cent. and 1 was of 24 per cent. Of the 
37 decreases, 26 were of less than 5 per cent., 7 were 
of between 5 and 10 per cent., and 4 were of between 
10 and 16 per cent. 


The averages for industrial materials show 7 increases 
(all of less than 5 per cent.) and 42 decreases, of which 
38 were of less than 5 per cent. and 4 were of between 
5 and 8 per cent. 


The table on page 869 shows the average monthiy 
wholesale prices of 60 principal commodities included 
in the index. 


A summary of the 150 commodities for which price 
quotations are included in the compilation of the index, 
together with the composition of the eight groups to 
which they then related, appeared in the “‘ B.T.J.”’ of 
April 24, 1930 (page 551). It should be noted, however, 
that separate index numbers have since been compiled 
for coal and for wool, and these items are, therefore, 
no longer included in the respective groups of ‘‘ other 
metals and minerals ’’ and ‘‘ other textiles.’’ There 
are now ten groups for which separate index numbers 
are compiled, as shown in the preceding table.

In regard to the quotations for cereals which are 
included in the table on page 369, the principal varia- 
tions in the averages for February, as compared with 
January, were decreases of about 8 per cent. and 5 per 
cent., respectively, for rice and Manitoba wheat. 
Maize, flour, English wheat and barley were all slightly 
cheaper. In the ‘‘ meat ’’ group, New Zealand lamb 
was cheaper by about 13 per cent. (10s. 24d. per ewt.), 
Irish bacon was dearer by nearly 13 per cent. (8s. 5d. 
per ewt.), Scotch, Argentine and Australian beef, and 
English mutton were all cheaper, and Danish bacon was 
slightly dearer. Among ‘‘ other foods,’’ the average 
price of Indian tea at the London auctions showed an 
increase of 24 per cent. (2:32d. per lb.), while butter, 
cheese, cocoa and sugar were all slightly cheaper. 


Of the industrial materials specified in the table, the 
quotations for pig iron, wrought iron, steel (with one 
exception), and industrial coal remained unchanged. 
Household coal (Nottingham best brights) was cheaper 
by about 4 per cent. Among non-ferrous metals, tin 
was slightly dearer, and copper, lead and zinc slightly 
cheaper. Except for linen yarn, all the items included

2 to 6 per cent. for beef, mutton and pork. The average 
of the quotations for the four descriptions of fish 1n- 
cluded in the index was lower by about 11 per cent. 
Of the industrial materials, Scottish foundry pig iron 
was slightly cheaper, and steel billets and steel scrap 
were slightly dearer. Cotton yarns and cloths, raw silk 
and hemp were all cheaper, while wool rags and alpaca 
yarns were slightly dearer. Of the items included in 
the miscellaneous group, ox and heifer hides, cowhides, 
linseed oil, tallow and quinine sulphate were cheaper, 
while calfskins and ammonium sulphate were slightly 
dearer.

PASSENGER MOVEMENT FROM AND TO THE UNITED 
KINGDOM 


DETAILS FOR 1932 


The purpose of the present article is to summarise 
the information received by the Board of Trade relating 
to :— 


(1) The passenger movement between the United 
Kingdom and places outside Europe and not 
within the Mediterranean Sea; 


(2) The passenger movement between the United 
Kingdom and the Continent of Europe (in- 
cluding the Channel Islands and places within 
the Mediterranean Sea); 


(3) The passenger movement between the United 
Kingdom and the Irish Free State; and 


(4) Some aspects of the emigration movement. 


In the case of the traffic between the United Kingdom 
on the one hand and the Continent of Europe or the 
Irish Free State on the other hand, the returns received 
by the Board of Trade show merely the numbers of pas- 
sengers carried; but the returns relating to passengers 
travelling directly by sea to or from places outside 
Europe and not within the Mediterranean Sea (more 
briefly referred to as “‘ places out of Europe ’’ or ‘‘ non- 
European countries °’) contain information as to nation- 
ality, country of destination or embarkation, sex, age, 
occupation and other particulars. Similar information 
is not available in respect of such passengers travelling 
indirectly via Continental ports, as these are not dis- 
tinguishable in the returns from other passengers to and 
from the Continent; but in the case of passengers to or 
from non-European countries who travel via Irish Free 
State ports, detailed particulars are included in the re- 
turns received by the Irish Free State Government, 
and a summary of the information relating to Irish Free 
State ports is included in this article. 


In the case of migrants (i.e., passengers between the 
United Kingdom and non-European countries who are 
changing their country of permanent residence), sub- 
sequent articles in the ‘‘ B.T.J.’’ will summarise the 
information received as to the occupations and age 
grouping of emigrants and immigrants in 1982. A 
further article will also discuss in detail the traffic 
wes the Irish Free State and places out of Europe 
in 


MOVEMENT OF PASSENGERS* BETWEEN 
THE UNITED KINGDOM AND 
NON-EUROPEAN COUNTRIES 


Table I, on page 876, gives particulars of the 
numbers of passengers (including emigrants and immi- 
grants) who travelled directly between the United 
Kingdom and places out of Europe during each quarter 
of 1931 and 1932. It will be seen that the number of 
persons of British nationality recorded as arriving in 
the United Kingdom in 1932 as passengers from non- 
European countries exceeded the number who left as 
passengers for such countries by 48,953. 


BALANCE OF PASSENGER MOVEMENT 


British Passengers.—The following statement shows 
the net balances of passengers of British nationality 
between the United Kingdom and non-European coun- 
tries in each year from 1924 to 1932 :—

The inward balance of British passengers into the 
British Isles from places out of Europe amounted in 
1932 to 56,282 (48,953 into the United Kingdom and 
7,329 into the Irish Free State). 
balance was 38,885 (35,249 into the United Kingdom 
and 3,636 into the Irish Free State). Apart from the 
war period, when the numbers drawn to this country 
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deprived the record of its normal significance, these 
are the only two years in respect of which an inward 
balance has been recorded since complete returns of 
incoming passengers first became available in 1876. 


Alien Passengers.—The records of passengers of alien 
nationality between the United Kingdom and non- 
European countries show an inward balance of 5,719 in 
1932, as compared with an inward balance of 7,462 in 
1931 and an outward balance of 14,083 in 1930. These 
balances roughly represent the net movement of trans- 
migrants travelling between the Continent and non- 
European countries and passing through British ports. 
It should be noted that the figures are not strictly com- 
parable with statistics of alien passengers, which are 
published annually by the Home Office. The Home 
Office statistics include a number of seamen under 
contract to join ships in British waters, and such sea- 
men are excluded from the totals of passengers com- 
piled from the lists furnished to the Board of Trade. 
On the other hand, the Home Office exclude from their 
statistics the alien passengers who arrive at, or depart 
from, the port of Londonderry (Moville). 


In considering the foregoing figures it should be noted 
that passengers making the double journey between this 
country and a non-European country will be included 
only in one direction (i.e., on arrival or on departure, 
but not both), if the journey in one direction is made 
direct, and that in the other direction indirect, via the 
Continent, and using a cross-Channel vessel. This 
would be the case, for example, with tourists from the 
United States who land in France, subsequently cross 
to the United Kingdom (being then reckoned as ‘‘ Con- 
tinental ’’ passengers), and finally return to America 
direct from this country. 


Net Movement.—The increase in the net inward 
movement of British passengers from 35,249 in 1931 
to 48,953 in 1932 was due mainly to a reduction in the 
departures for, and an increase in the arrivals from, 
British North America and the United States, the in- 
ward balance from British North America increasing 
from 11,134 in 1931 to 20,969 in 1932, and that from 
the United States from 12,715 in 1931 to 17,273 in 
1932. 


The net movement of British passengers between the 
United Kingdom and places within the British Empire 
in 1932 showed an inward balance into this country of 
33,795, as compared with an inward balance of 22,858 
in the previous year. The increase in the balance 
inward from British North America has already been 
referred to. The net inward movement from Australia 
decreased from 8,453 in 1931 to 4,980 in 1932 and that 
from New Zealand increased from 280 in 1931 to 571 
in 1932, while, as regards British South Africa, an 
inward balance into this country of 3,415 British pas- 
sengers was recorded in 1932, as compared with an out- 
ward balance of 122 in 1931. 


The number of alien passengers arriving from British 
North America in 1932 exceeded the number who de- 
parted for that country by 3,739, as compared with an 
inward balance in 1931 of 5,324. This reverse move- 
ment in 1931 and 1932 is mainly attributable to the 
decrease, as compared with previous years, in the num- 
bers of transmigrants from Europe who travelled to 
British North America via United Kingdom ports. The 
number of alien passengers arriving from British North 
ogeypae was, however, smaller in 1932 than in 1931 
bv 3,451. 


An inward balance of 17,273 British passengers from 
the United States was recorded in 1932, as compared 
with an inward balance of 12,715 in 1931, while the 
movement of alien passengers showed an inward 
balance of 2,459 in 1932 as compared with an inward 
balance of 1,944 in 1931. An inward movement of 
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alien passengers took place, as usual, in the June 
quarter, the number arriving in the United Kingdom 
from the United States exceeding the number who 
departed for that country by 8,339; in the September 
and December quarters there were outward balances of 
3,539 and 2,085 alien passengers respectively. The 
corresponding figures for 1931 were 9,011 inward, and 
6,043 and 1,438 outward, in the June, September and 
December quarters, respectively. 


NUMBER OF BRITISH AND ALIEN PASSENGERS TRAVELLING 
FOR BUSINESS OR PLEASURE 


The aggregate number of passengers (British and 
aliens) carried to or from non-European ports rose from 
468,825 in 1931 to 499,040 in 1932, an increase of about 
6 per cent. Deducting from the totals of British pas- 
sengers recorded the number of those who are shown as 
migrants (including migrants to and from the Irish 
Free State who travelled via United Kingdom ports), 
to places outside Europe and the Mediterranean Sea, 
the British subjects who may be regarded as travelling 
for business or pleasure in 1932 numbered 138,376 out- 
ward and 137,701 inward. The corresponding figures 
for 1931 were 114,460 outward and 111,879 inward. 
The number of persons travelling on pleasure cruises to 
places out of Europe in 1932 was about 36,000, or some 
25,000 more than in 1931, this increase accounting for 
the larger aggregate numbers of British subjects 
travelling for business or pleasure in the later year. The 
deduction of the numbers of alien transmigrants and 
migrants from the total numbers of alien passengers to 
and from non-European countries shows that alien sub- 
jects who may be regarded as travelling from or to the 
United Kingdom for business or pleasure in 1931 num- 
bered 56,566 outward and 57,324 inward; the corre- 
sponding numbers in 1932 are not yet available. 
Passengers, outward or homeward, who travelled in- 
directly via ports on the Continent or via ports of the 
Irish Free State, are not included in these aggregates.

Of the total of 54,360 passengers shown in the above 
table for 1932, the traffic to and from the United States 
accounted for 41,365 (14,182 first: class, 10,876 second 
class, 11,523 “‘ tourist ’’ class and 5,284 third class), or 
26 per cent. of the total number of passengers carried 
between the United Kingdom and the United States. 
The corresponding percentage for 1981 was 27. The 
remaining passengers on foreign vessels comprised 6,244 
carried to or from foreign countries other than the 
United States, and 6,751 carried to or from places 
within the Empire. As compared with the previous 
year, the number of passengers carried in foreign ves- 
sels decreased by 5,574, or 9 per cent., while the total 
passenger traffic carried on all vessels between the 
United Kingdom and places out of Europe increased in 
1932, as compared with 1931, by about 6 per cent. The 
number of passengers carried by United States vessels 
was about 6,000 less in 1932 than in 1931, while the 
number carried by German vessels was slightly larger 
than in 1931. 


PASSENGER MOVEMENT BETWEEN IRISH FREE STATE AND 
Non-luroPEAN Ports 

The statistics relating to the Irish Free State having 
ceased to be included with those of the United Kingdom 
from April 1, 1923, the figures shown are exclusive of 
passengers (and migrants) who embarked or arrived at 
ports in the Irish Free State. Information has, how- 
ever, been received, from the Irish Free State Depart- 
ment of Industry and Commerce showing the particu- 
lars in respect of this movement. A summary for 1932 
is given below, with corresponding particulars for 
1931: — 
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It will be noticed that a net inward movement of 
British subjects from the United States to Irish Free 
State ports was recorded in both 1931 and 1932, the 
number increasing from 3,639 in 1931 to 6,626 in 1932. 
As regards aliens, there was an inward balance in 1932 
of 6,005 from the United States, and of 987 from British 
North America, as compared with an inward balance of 
2,294, and an outward balance of 3, respectively, in 
1931. 


PASSENGER MOVEMENT BETWEEN THI 
UNITED KINGDOM AND THE CONTINENT 


For the present purpose, movement to and from the 
Channel Islands and all ports within the Mediter- 
ranean Sea is grouped with movement to and from 
the “* Continent ’’; and the latter expression is used 
with that connotation throughout this section. It may 
be noted that the passenger movement, by ship direct, 
between the United Kingdom and ports on the Mediter- 
ranean and Black Sea is only about 1 per cent. of 
the total movement between the United Kingdom and 
the Continent, as above defined. Some information as 
to the passenger traffic with the Channel Islands is 
eiven below. 


The following table shows the number of passengers 
of all nationalities who left the United Kingdom for 
the Continent, and the number who arrived in the 
United Kingdom from the Continent, in each of the 
years 1930, 1931 and 1932, distinguishing the number 
of persons who travelled by sea and by air, and showing 
the principal British ports of arrival and departure :—

45,154, respectively, in 1931 and in 1930. The figures 
of arrivals and departures do not, of course, represent 
the number of individual passengers who arrived or 
departed, but show the total number of outward and 
inward voyages made by passengers in the course of 
the years mentioned. The figures also include the pas- 
sages between the United Kingdom and Continental 
ports of persons travelling between the United King- 
dom and non-European countries via the Continent 
(e.g., persons travelling to and from India via Mar- 
seilles, etc.), as well as the passages of persons travel- 
ling between the Continent and non-European countries 
via ports in the United Kingdom. 


The total number of passengers carried to and from 
the Continent by sea and by air during 1932 (viz., 
2,082,000 was the lowest recorded since 1922, and was 
about 677,000 (24:5 per cent.) less than the aggregate 
movement in 1931 and about 973,000 smaller than in 
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1930. The number who travelled to and from the Con- 
tinent by air in 1932 was higher by 24,000 than in the 
previous record year 1929, and showed an increase of 
nearly 25,000, or about 54 per cent., over the number 
carried in 1931. 


More than one-half of the total number of passen- 
gers both inward and outward, in 1930, 1931 and 1932 
travelled in the third quarter; and about 75 per cent. 
of the total travelled in the period April to September. 


Traffic at Individual Ports.—The five ports on the 
English Channel which are separately specified in the 
above table accounted for about 67 per cent. of the 
entire passenger movement to and from the Continent 
in 1932, while over 23 per cent. of the outward and 
inward passengers embarked or disembarked at the 
port of Dover alone. There was a decrease, however, 
of nearly 286,000 in the passenger movement through 
this port in 1932 as compared with 1931. Decreases of 
86,200 at London (including Tilbury and other places 
in the Thames Estuary), 190,300 at Folkestone, 63,800 
at Harwich, 90,300 at Newhaven, and 21,600 at South- 
ampton were recorded in the numbers of passengers 
travelling to and from the Continent via these ports. 
The numbers of passengers who were carried to and 
from Calais and Boulogne via Dover and Folkestone in 
1932 and 1931 were as follows :—

The number of passengers to the Channel Islands 
increased year by year from 1927 to 1930, the increase 
being principally in passengers from, Southampton. 
In 1931 the total number declined somewhat, but in 
1932 a substantial increase in the numbers embarking 
and disembarking at both Southampton and Weymouth 
was recorded. 


British and Alien Passengers.—The particulars fur- 
nished to the Board of Trade with regard to the 
passengers to and from the Continent do not include 
information as to their nationality, but the annual 
statistics in respect of alien passengers which are pre- 
pared by the Home Office show the number of aliens 
travelling between the United Kingdom and European 
ports. From those figures it may be deduced that the 
movement to and from the Continent was made up 
approximately as follows :—

It appears from the above figures that the recorded 
movement of British passengers between this country 
and the Continent in 1931 declined by about 170,000 
(8 per cent.) as compared with 1930, while the number 
of alien passengers declined by about 87,000 (11 per 
cent.). The number of passengers of all nationalities in 
1932 was nearly 25 per cent. less than in 1931. There 
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was an outward balance to the Continent of 5,300 alien 
passengers in 1931, as compared with an inward 
balance of 18,600 in 19380. 


It may be noted that in the total passenger move- 
ment between the United Kingdom and the Continent 
there were included in 1932 about 57,000 passengers 
who left this country on British vessels for pleasure 
cruises to the Mediterranean and to European ports.

The above figures include the traffic between the Isle 
of Man and the Irish Free State. As in the case of 
the traffic with the Continent, the passenger movement 
between the United Kingdom and the Irish Free State 
is inclusive of persons travelling between the Irish 
Free State and other countries via United Kingdom 
ports. The movement over the land frontier between 
Northern Ireland and the Irish Free State is not in- 
cluded in the returns made to the Board of Trade. 


The table shows a decrease of about 4,400 in the 
ageregate number of passengers travelling by sea be- 
tween the Irish Free State and the United Kingdom 
during 1932, as compared with the movement in 1931. 
It also indicates that in 1932 the number of passengers 
who travelled by sea from the Irish Free State to the 
United Kingdom exceeded those who travelled in the 
reverse direction by about 7,900. This is a fairly normal 
movement even when allowance is made for the excess 
of 1,021 immigrants from non-European countries who 
travelled to the Irish Free State via ports in the United 
Kingdom. 


Traffic at Individual Ports.—Of the aggregate move- 
ment in 1932 about 54 per cent. of the passengers 
travelled via Holyhead, about 14 and 21 per cent. via 
Fishguard and Liverpool respectively, and about 6 per 
cent. via Glasgow (including Greenock), these percen- 
tages showing little change as compared with the traffic 
in 1931. 


Nationality of Passengers.—The particulars which 
are furnished to the Board of Trade in respect of pas- 
sengers to and from the Irish Free State do not include 
information as to their nationality. The great majority 
are, no doubt, British subjects. 


EMIGRATION AND IMMIGRATION 


BritTisH MIGRANTS 


Tables II and III on pages 377 and 878 show ihe 
numbers of British subjects who emigrated from, and 
immigrated into, the United Kingdom in each quarter 
of 1931 and 1932. The tables include separate par- 
ticulars in respect of England, Wales, Scotland and 
Northern Ireland, as well as of the principal overseas 
countries concerned.

The numbers of British subjects recorded as leaving 
permanent residence in the United Kingdom to take 
up permanent residence in non-Kuropean countries 
were 26,988 in 1982, 34,310 in 1931 and 92,158 in 1930. 
Residence for a year or more is treated as permanent 
residence for the purpose of this classification. Those 
British subjects who were recorded as leaving perma- 
nent residences in non-Kuropean countries to take up 
permanent residence in the United Kingdom num- 
bered 75,595 in 1932, 71,882 in 1931 and 66,203 in 
1930. Thus, the total of emigrants was less in 1932 
than in 1931 by 7,322, and the total of immigrants was 
higher by 4,213, aliens being omitted in both 
comparisons. 


Total Emigration and Immigration from Particular 
Destinations 


The movement of British emigrants to the Empire 
as a whole showed a decrease of 5,902 during 1932 as 
compared with 1931, which is mainly accounted for by 
a reduction of 4,516 in the number to British North 
America. The diminution in the number of British 
emigrants to Australia, which first became noticeable 
during 1928, and continued during 1929, 1930 and 1931, 
ceased in 1932, when a small increase as compared 
with the previous year was recorded. There were de- 
creases in 1932 in the numbers going to New Zealand, 
British South Africa, and to the group ‘‘ Other British 
Countries,’’ and a small increase in the number pro- 
ceeding to India (including Ceylon). The number of 
British emigrants to the United States fell to 1,285 in 
1932, a decrease of 1,308 as compared with the total 
for the previous year. 


The number of British immigrants in 1932 was 
higher by 4,218 than in 1931, there being an increase 
in the inward movement from British North America 
of 3,323 immigrants, from the United States of 3,406 
immigrants, and from British South Afriea of 1,394 
immigrants, but a decrease in the inward movement 
from Australia of 4,047 immigrants. 


Net Migration between the United Kingdom and 
Particular Destinations 


An excess of British immigrants over emigrants 
numbering 48,607 was recorded in 1982, as compared 
with a net excess of 37,072 British immigrants in 1931. 
The excess movement from each of the principal coun- 
tres concerned, distinguishing males, females and 
children under 12, is shown in the following table :—

Among adult emigrants (persons of 12 years of age 
and over), females in 1932 exceeded males by 3,361, the 
corresponding excess in 1931 being 4,215. The pro- 
portion of adult females in each of the years 1931 and 
1932 was 57 per cent. Of the adult immigrants, males 
exceeded females by 3,639 in 1932 and by 5,804 in 1931, 
the proportion of adult males to total adults being 53 
per cent. in the later and 55 per cent. in the earlier year. 


Assisted Emigrants 


The provisional figures of departures under the 
Empire Settlement Act during 1932 show a total of 585, 
as compared with 1,932 in 1931 and 11,509 in 1930; of 
the departures in 1932, 188 were to Australia, 65 to 
New Zealand, 293 to Canada, and 89 to South Africa. 
There were 8,567 emigrants to Canada in 1931 and 
17,589 in 1930, who were assisted by the Oversea 
Settlement Department under the terms of an agree- 
ment with the British steamship lines for the quotation 
of a special £10 rate for British subjects normally 
resident in Great Britain and Northern Ireland, who 
desired to proceed from this country to Canada for the 
purpose of residing permanently in the Dominion. No 
emigrants of this class were assisted in 1932.

It will be seen that there was some increase in the 
number of emigrants in September and October as com- 
pared with the movement in earlier months of 1932, the 
numbers proceeding to Australia, India, Other British 
Countries and Other Foreign Countries in the later 
months of the year being considerably larger than dur- 
ing the earlier months, while the number of immigrants 
was greatest in the month of May, this being a normal 
movement. As compared with 1931, emigration was 
smaller (except in December) and immigration was 
greater (except in January, March, November and 
December) in each month of 1932, the largest monthly 
declines in emigration occurring in April and May. 


MIGRATION MovVEMENT TO AND FROM THE IRISH FREE 
STATE 


The British emigrants from and immigrants into 
the Irish Fret State who travelled to or from non- 
European countries via ports of the United Kingdom 
numbered 634 and 1,655, respectively, during 1932; 
the numbers for 1931 were 794 outward and 1,552 in- 
ward. Such migrants are not included in the figures of 
emigrants and immigrants shown in Tables II. and III., 
which relate to British subjects emigrating from or 
immigrating into the United Kingdom. In addition,

or arriving at ports in the Irish Free State, the great 
majority of whom are in course of leaving or taking up 
residence in the Irish Free State. The particulars fur- 
nished by the Irish Free State Department of Industry 
and Commerce show that the British emigrants em- 
barking at ports in the Irish Free State during 1932 
numbered 182 (of whom 176 gave the United States as 
their destination), and the British immigrants into such 
ports numbered 2,494 (including 2,407 from the United 
States). The comparative figures for 1931 were 672 
emigrants (649 to the United States) and 1,911 immi- 
grants (1,859 from the United States). 


PERSONS OF BritisH NATIONALITY REJECTED 


According to returns furnished voluntarily to the 
Board of Trade by the principal steamship companies, 
the number of British subjects among those passengers 
from the United Kingdom to places outside Kurope who 
were sent back during 1932 by the authorities of the 
countries concerned was 5,725, compared with 5,798 
in 1931. Of the total number in 1932, 3,175 were adult 
males, 1,240 were adult females, and 1,310 were 
children under twelve years of age. The Canadian and 
United States authorities sent back 4,530 and 1,067 
persons, respectively, during 1932. The reasons given 
for the rejection or deportation of the majority of these 
persons were either that they were “’ paupers ’’ or 
“likely to become a public charge,’’ or criminals, or 
diseased or mentally afflicted, or that they had made an 
illegal entry into the country, or were in possession of 
expired visas. Of the 1,067 persons rejected or deported 
by the United States authorities, 501 were included in

the two last-named categories, and of the 4,530 persons 
sent back from Canada, 4,199 were stated to be paupers 
or likely to become a public charge. It has also been 
ascertained that, in addition to the persons above- 
mentioned, a number of persons of British nationality 
who were desirous of returning to their native country, 
but were without the necessary means, were granted 
‘assisted passages ’’ to this country by the United 
States Immigration Authorities during the year 19382. 


ALIEN EMIGRANTS AND IMMIGRANTS 


The balance inward in 1932 of alien passengers in the 
movement between the United Kingdom and non- 
European countries, which, as stated in an earlier para- 
graph of this article, amounted to 5,719 persons, con- 
sisted mainly of aliens passing through the United 
Kingdom in transit to other countries. As regards 
aliens leaving or taking up residence in this country, 
the returns for 1932 show that 1,060 aliens left per- 
manent residence in the United Kingdom to take up 
permanent residence in countries outside Europe, while 
1,678 aliens were recorded as leaving permanent resi- 
dence in such countries to take up permanent residence 
in the United Kingdom. As with the British migrants, 
residence for a year or more is treated as permanent 
residence for the purpose of this classification. About 
21 per cent. of the above-mentioned number of alien 
emigrants from the United Kingdom were shown as 
changing their permanent residence to the United 
States, and 61 per cent. to other foreign countries. Of 
the alien immigrants, about 53 per cent. arrived from 
the United States and about 32 per cent. from other 
foreign countries.

Comparing the same periods Swiss francs, Dutch 
florins, French franes, belgas, Czechoslovak crowns 
and reichsmarks represented a depreciation in the 
value of the pound sterling ranging from 29-3 to 30-4 
per cent., while for lire the depreciation was 28-5 per 
cent.

COMMERCIAL ADVISER TO H.M. EMBASSY, 
WARSAW 


The Department of Overseas Trade announces that 
Mr. R. E. Kimens, C.M.G., who has occupied the post 
of Commercial Secretary at Warsaw since July, 1919, 
retired from that appointment on February 15 last.

INTERNATIONAL LOAD LINE CONVENTION 


Since the issue of the last announcement regarding 
ratifications of the International Load Line Conven- 
tion, 1930, which came into operation on January 1, 
1933, the Governments of Iceland and Cuba have 
deposited their ratifications of the Convention. 


The Convention is now in force in Canada, Cuba, 
Denmark, Finland, France, Iceland, Italy, Latvia, the 
Netherlands, New Zealand, Norway, Portugal, Spain, 
Sweden, Russia, United Kingdom, and the United 
States of America. 


In the case of Germany, whose 
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formal ratification of the Convention has not yet been 
deposited, an Order providing for the adoption of the 
Convention Rules in Germany has been issued by that 
Government, and came into force on January 1, 1983. 


In addition, the Governments of Roumania and 
Hungary have notified their accession to the Conven- 
tion, and these accessions will become effective on 
April 1 and 16, respectively, three months after the 
dates of notification. 


SUMS AWAITING REMITTANCE FROM 
ARGENTINA OWING TO EXCHANGE 
RESTRICTIONS 


A number of firms and companies have communi- 
cated to the Board of Trade, in confidence, information 
regarding amounts awaiting remittance from Argentina 
as at December 1, 1932, owing to the operation of 
exchange control. 


It has now become desirable that the Board should 
be in a position to communicate such information to 
the Argentine authorities, and that it should be 
brought up to date. 


A communication on the subject is being addressed 
by the Board to the firms and companies who made 
returns at the beginning of the year. In a number of 
cases the name and address was not given to the Board, 
and it is thought that there are a few cases in which no 
return was made. 


All firms and companies with amounts awaiting re- 
mittance from Argentina who do not receive @ com- 
munication direct from the Board of Trade, Great

RELEASE OF IMMOBILISED CREDITS IN 
ROUMANIA 


As the result of negotiations which have been 
carried on by H.M. Minister at Bucharest, the 
Roumanian National Bank has agreed (with the con- 
currence of the Roumanian Government) that the pro- 
ceeds from fhe sale of goods to Roumania by British 
exporters may, if the goods have already entered the 
country, be utilised for the purchase of Roumanian 
goods for export ‘‘ in compensation ’’ of such imports. 


It is stipulated, however, that 25 per cent. more be 
exported than is required to compensate for the value 
of the imported goods for which payment is to be 
obtained by this means, and that the resulting 20 per 
cent. in foreign currency be placed at the disposal of 
the National Bank.

Exports “‘in compensation ’’ for the premiums on 
insurances contracted in the United Kingdom will he 
sanctioned as an exceptional measure. Similar 
arrangements may also be authorised to provide for 
the payment of dividend coupons or interest due in 
this country on capital placed or lent in Roumania. 

‘" External ’’ lei created before May 18, 19382, or 
credited to an account after that date with the per- 
mission of the National Bank of Roumania, may be 
so used for the purchase of goods destined for export. 
‘Internal’ lei representing payments made by 
Roumanian importers into Roumanian banks for the 
account of United Kingdom creditors to cover the 
value of bills drawn by these creditors, or to cover 
sums due by the Roumanian importers on account for 
goods imported, may be used for the purchase of goods 
destined for export with the authorisation of the 
National Bank, and after the importers have submitted 
the relevant documents on which the payments to 
‘ Internal lei’’ accounts have been made.

ADMIRALTY TRIALS OF BRITISH EAST 
AFRICAN SISAL HEMP ROPES 


The successful development in recent years of the 
production of Sisal hemp in British countries, especi- 
ally in Kenya and the mandated territory of Tan- 
ganyika, has made it desirable to find new outlets for 
the fibre, with a view to rendering its extended produc- 
tion remunerative and at the same time displacing to 
some extent the large quantity of hard fibres (especi- 
ally Manila hemp) at present obtained from foreign 
sources. One of the principal uses of Manila hemp is 
in the manufacture of marine cordage, and as this 
application would offer a considerable outlet for Sisal 
if it is proved suitable,for the purpose, the Imperial 
Institute decided in 1925 to ascertain whether any 
justification existed for the prevalent impression that 
Sisal was unable to withstand the action of sea-water. 


Investigations were therefore undertaken by the 
Imperial Institute, under the auspices of its Advisory 
Committee on Vegetable Fibres, on which the Admir- 
alty is represented, in order to determine the effect of 
sea-water on the strength and durability of Sisal hemp 
in comparison with Manila. Similar tests were also 
conducted concurrently by the Admiralty in conjunc- 
tion with the Committee, and, in view of the nature 
of these tests, large scale Service trials were subse- 
quently carried out by the Admiralty. 


The results of these tests are regarded as sufficiently 
promising to warrant the partial adoption of Sisal, and 
(so long as supplies of Sisal can be obtained at satis- 
factory prices) arrangements are being made for 50 
per cent. of the Service requirements for towing 
hawsers, heaving and hauling lines to be made from 
Sisal, and also for its adoption in the manufacture of 
cordage for certain other purposes. The users will be 
informed of the known characteristics of Sisal and the 
precautions necessary when using same, and if Sisal 
continues to give satisfactory service the question of 
its more general adoption will receive consideration. 


A full report of the Admiralty trials will appear in 
the ‘‘ Bulletin of the Imperial Institute ’’ No. 1, Vol. 
XXXI, 1933), which will be published early in April.

FRANCE 


FOREIGN TRADE IN JANUARY 


(From the British Embassy) 
PaRIs. 


The returns of French foreign trade for the first month 
of 1933 show that the value of imports amounted to 2,550 
million frances, a decrease of 145 million frs. on those for 
December, 1932, but an increase of 209 million frs. on those 
for January last year, and that of exports to 1,509 million 
frs., a decrease of 190 million frs. on those for the previous 
month and of 297 million frs. on those for the corresponding 
month of 1932. 

As compared with January last year, imports of foodstuffs 
rose by 116 million frs. and of raw materials by 175 million 
frs.. whereas there was a fall of 82 million frs. in those of 
manufactured articles. Exports of foodstuffs fell by 61 
million frs., of raw materials by 66 million frs., and of 
manufactured articles by 170 million frs. 

In January the unfavourable balance of visible exchanges 
amounted to 1,041 million frs., as against 995 million frs. 
in December and only 536 million frs. in January, 1932. 

As regards weight, imports in January of this year 
amounted to 3,823,000 tons, a decrease of 529,000 tons on 
the figures for December, 1932, but an increase of 134,000 
tons on those for the previous January, and exports to 
1,883,000 tons, a decrease of 144,000 tons and 5,700°tons, 
respectively. As compared with January, 1932, imports 
of foodstuffs fell by 17,000 tons and of manufactured articles 
by 630 tons, whereas there was a rise of 152,000 tons in those 
of raw materials. Exports of foodstuffs fell by 14,000 tons 
and of manufactured articles by 551 tons, but there was a 
rise of 8,800 tons in those of raw materials.

GERMANY 
DISTRIBUTION OF TRADE IN 1982 


The British Commercial Counsellor at Berlin reports that 
of the total decline in imports in 1932 of 2,061 million 
marks, 1,264 million mks., or 61 per cent., was accounted 
for by smaller importers of goods from European countries, 
and 792 miilion mks., or 38 per cent., by reduced imports 
from overseas countries. The greatest decline in imports 
was in goods from Great Britain, which fell off by 195 
million mks., of which 95 million mks. were finished goods 
and 78 million mks. raw materials. Imports from France 
declined by 152 million mks., from Holland by 111 million 
inks., and from Czechoslovakia by 104 million mks. The 
following countries supplying imports showed declines of 
between 50 million mks. to 90 million mks.: Italy, Belgium- 
Luxemburg, Switzerland, Sweden, Denmark, Poland, 
Austria and Spain. ‘lhe greatest decline in imports from 
overseas countries was of goods from the United States 
of 200 million mks., of which 138 million mks. represented 
raw materials and 47 million mks. finished goods. Next 
came British India with a decline of 122 million mks., of 
which raw materials accounted for 99 million mks. 


DESTINATIONS OF ExXPpoRTS 


Of the decline in exports, amounting in all to 3,860 
million mks., 3,131 million mks., or 81 per cent., is 
accounted for by reduced exports to European countries. 
Ixports to overseas countries declined by 725 million mks. 
The greatest decline was of shipments to Great Britain 
amounting to 688 million mks., of which 613 million mks. 
represented finished goods. This decline was greater than 
the actual 1932 exports to what are now Germany’s best 
markets, viz.: Holland and the Soviet Union. After Great 
Britain, the greatest declines to European countries were 
of exports to France, of 352 million mks.; Holland, of 
322 million mks.; Denmark, of 205 million mks. ; . Sweden, 
of 196 million mks ; Czechoslov akia, of 174 million mks. ; 
and Belgium-Luxemburg, of 162 million mks. Even to 
the Soviet Union, Switzerland and Austria, Germany’s 
exports declined by over 100 million mks. Exports to non- 
European countries declined as follows:—to the United 
States, by 206 million mks.; Argentina, by 84 million mks. ; 
Japan, by 62 million mks.; China, by 58 million mks. ; and 
British India, by 48 million mks.

York for the first half of February were 22-2 per cent. below 
those of a year ago. 

The official report of employment in January showed q 
decline of 3-9 per cent. and pay rolls one of 5 per cent, 
Construction contracts awarded in 37 States in January 
were valued at 83,356,000 dollars, as against 81,219,300 dols, 
in December and 84,798,400 dols. a year ago. Life insurance 
sales in January were 26 per cent. below a year ago; the 
total of such sales in 1932 was 22 per cent. below those in 
1931. 

Merchandise exports in January were valued at 120 
million dols., as compared with 150,022,000 dols. in Janu- 
ary, 1932; imports were valued at 96 million dols., as against 
135,520,000 dols. 

A slight decline in steel ingot production in the week 
ended February 25 was the result of the slackening in 
automobile output. 

Professor Irving Fisher’s index of wholesale commodity 
prices for the same week was 55-1, as against 55-4 the week 
before and 55:3 the fortnight before.

July, 1931, and particulars of the effect on United Kingdom 
goods of the tariff changes agreed under the Modus Vivendi 
were published in the ‘ B.T.J.”’ on October 22, 1931 (pages 
528-9).

(a) Goods Imported for Process and Subsequent 
Re-Exportation 

1. Duty-free Admissions.—Where it is shown to the satis- 
faction of the Commissioners of Customs and Excise that 
any goods falling within the scope of the Import Duties 
Act, 1932, are being imported solely for re-exportation 
after undergoing a process in the United Kingdom which 
will not change their form or character, the Commissioners 
may allow the goods to be imported free of any duty 
chargeable under the Act. 


2. Application to be Made.—Applications to import goods 
for process should be made to the Collector or Surveyor of 
Customs and Excise, the nature of the process being clearly 
stated. If the application is admissible it will be allowed 
only subject to the general conditions set out in paragraphs 
3 to 8. 


3. Kntry.—An import Entry in duplicate must be made 
on Form 107 (Sale) stating, in addition to the import par- 
ticulars required by the Form, the nature of the intended

process and the name and postal address of the firm at 
whose premises the process is to be undergone. The Entry 
must also contain a declaration that the goods are imported 
glely for the purpose of undergoing the process and that 
the goods will be re-exported within a stated period, which 
should not exceed three months. An advice letter or other 
satisfactory evidence of value should be produced and, 
yniess copies are available for certifi¢ation by the Kntry 
Oficer, the original documents should be annexed to the

4, Security for Duty.—The importer or his authorised 
agent should enter into bond to secure the removal of the 
goods to the premises where the process is to be carried 
put and their re-exportation within the time allowed. Tor 
separate transactions the appropriate bond is Form C. & LE. 
No. 705 and the penalty is the value of the goods, but a 
general bond (Form C. & IX. No. 706) may be given to cover 
,» number of transactions. 


Payment of duty wil) be required in any case where it is 

ot shown to the satisfaction of the Commissioners that 
the conditions under which importation was allowed duty 
free have been observed. 


5. Import Hxamination.—The revenue examination of 
goods imported for process will normally be made by the 
Officer of Customs and Excise of the Station in which the 
premises to which the goods are to be removed are situated. 
immediate notice of the arrival of the goods at the 
premises must be given to this Officer and the packages 
must not be opened or interfered with except in his 
presence or by his authority. Where the goods are not 
satisfactorily marked for identification purposes, facilities 
must be granted for establishing their identity to the satis- 
faction of the Officer by stamping, plombing, sampling, or 
by such other suitable means as he may require. 


6. Accounts.—The trader who carries out the process must 
give each consignment a stock number (which is to be 
quoted on all relative accounts and documents) and keep 
an account of each consignment, showing clearly the receipt 
and disposal of the goods. The accounts, together with all 
relative invoices, packing slips or other documents relating 
to the goods, are to be available for inspection by the 
Qficer as and when he may require. 

7, Completion of Operation.—When the process operation 
has been completed and the goods are ready for packing, 
the trader must deliver to the Station Officer, in sufficient 
time to enable him to witness the packing, a Shipping Bill 
in Form No. 112 (Sale) or, in the case of textiles, in 
Form No. 125 (Sale), retitled ‘‘ Processed goods for re- 
exportation ’’ and amended as may be necessary. The 
claim to drawback in the Form must be deleted and the 
date and time of intended packing stated. The declaration 
on the Form that the goods are those which were imported 
must be signed on the Form in the presence of the Officer 
who attends the packing. 


8. Dispatch of Goods and Production at Shipment.— 
Before delivery from the premises each package must have 
afixed a card on which is printed or written in bold 
characters ‘‘ Under bond. ‘To be produced to the Officer 
of Customs and Excise at ......’’ (the name of the 
port or, in London, the shipping Station). The goods 
must be produced to an Officer of Customs and Iixcise at 
the place of shipment. 


9. Goods Shipped as Stores or Exported by Parcel Post. 
—The necessary information as to procedure should be 
obtained from the Station Officer. 


10. Officer’s Attendance—Charges.—Ordinarily no charge 
will be made for attendance in these cases but the Com- 
Missioners of Customs and Excise reserve the right to 
require payment for attendance where they see fit.

B.—Goops ExporteD FoR PROCESS AND SUBSEQUENT 
Re-I MPORTATION 


12. General.—Goods (whether British or foreign) of a 
class or description chargeable with duty under the Act 
may be exported for process abroad and re-imported on 
payment only of duty on the increase in the value of the 
goods attributable to the process if their form or character 
has not been changed while abroad, provided that it is

shown to the satisfaction of the Commissioners of Customs 
and Excise that the duty chargeable was paid and either 
that no drawback was paid on exportation or that any 
drawback allowed has been repaid. li the form or character 
has been changed duty is payable on the full value of the 
goods. 


13. Applications from Tvyaders.—Applications for the 
temporary exportation of goods to undergo abroad a pro- 
cess which will not change the form or character of the 
goods should be addressed to the Collector or Surveyor of 
Customs and Excise of the District in which the trader’s 
premises are situated. If the application is allowed, the 
conditions in paragraphs 14 to 19 should be observed. 


14. Notice of Packing.—The exporter or his authorised 
agent should prepare Form 140 (Sale) in duplicate describ- 
ing fully the goods and the nature of the intended process. 
As early as possible, and in any case not less than 24 hours 
beiore the goods are packed for exportation, he is to 
forward the duplicate to the Officer in whose station his 
premises are situated and the original is to be handed to 
the Officer at the time of his examination of the goods. 


15. Facilities to Officer.—Facilities must be given to the 
Officer for the examination of the goods and for the inspec- 
tion, if required, of the trader’s books and accounts 
together with any documents relating to the goods or to 
the intended process. 

Where the goods are not satisfactorily marked for identi- 
fication purposes facilities must be granted for establishing 
their identity to the satisfaction of the Officer by stamping, 
plombing, sampling, or by such other suitable means as he 
may require. 


16. Dispatch of Goods and Production at Shipment.— 
On completion of packing the directions of paragraph 8 
are to be observed. After the production and shipment 
of the goods the duplicate of Form No. 140 will be returned 
to the exporter, as evidence of exportation, and is to be 
retained pending re-importation of the goods. 


17. Re-Importation.—On re-importation the goods should 
be entered on Form 107 (Sale) in duplicate and the ex- 
porter’s copy of Form No. 140 should be attached to the 
entry. The entered particulars must show that the goods 
are being returned after undergoing a process abroad and 
are the goods, or part thereol, referred to in the accompany- 
ing Form No. 140. ‘The value ot the process must be 
declared on the entry (documentary evidence of this value 
being produced), and a sum sufficient to cover the duty 
(leposited pending the examination of the goods. 


18. Removal of Goods to Trader’s Premises.—The im- 
porter or his authorised agent must give bond (Form 
C. & E. No. 722) for the removal of the goods to his 
premises. Notice of the arrival of the goods at these 
premises must be given to the Officer of Customs and Excise 
of the Station in which the premises are situated and the 
packages must not be opened or interfered with except in 
his presence or by his authority. When the Officer attends 
to examine the goods any necessary opening of the packages 
must be performed by the importer. When the examina- 
tion of the goods has been completed to the satisfaction 
of the Officer they will be released and the sum deposited 
to cover the duty will be brought to account. 


19. Exportation and Re-Importation by Parcel Post.— 
The above procedure is to be followed generally, but Form 
No. 140A (Sale) is to be used in lieu of Form No. 140 (Sale) 
and packages re-imported must be marked ‘‘ Goods returned 
after process abroad.”’ 


20. Officers’ Attendance—Charges.—The conditions will 
be the same as those stated in paragraph 10. 


C.—-Goops Re-IMPORTED WITHOUT PROCESS 


21. Duty-free Admission.—Goods of a class or description 
chargeable with duty under the Act which are re-imported 
into the United Kingdom after exportation therefrom with- 
out having been subjected to any process abroad may be 
admitted duty-free, if it is shown to the satisfaction of the 
Commissioners of Customs and Excise that any duty charge- 
able was duly paid and either that no drawback was paid 
on exportation or that any drawback allowed has been re- 
paid. If the goods are admitted to entry by Bill of Store 
(Form No. 141 (Sale)) the importer must produce satis- 
factory evidence at the time of the entry to establish where 
and when the goods were previously exported, that they were 
not exported from bonded warehouse and that if they were 
exported on drawback such drawback has been repaid. 
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CUSTOMS REGULATIONS AND TARIFF CHANGES—Continued 


UNITED KINGDOM—Continued 

22. Goods Exported with a View to Ite-Importation.— 
When goods are exported and it is intended to re-import 
them subsequently in the same condition as when exporied 
(e.g. goods exported for exhibition or on approval for sale) 
they may be pre-entered before shipment to facilitate 
identification on re-importation, if the trader so desires. In 
such cases the procedure set out in paragraphs 14-18 above 
may be followed generally. On the import entry, however, 
the importer must make a declaration that the goods have 
not undergone any process of manufacture, repair, renova- 
tion, alteration or addition abroad and he must enter into 
bond on Form C. & E. No. 35 for the removal of the goods 
to his premises for examination. 


23. Officer’s Attendance—Charges.—A charge to cover the 
cost of the attendance of the Officer will be made where the 
examination of the goods on exportation or re-importation 
is carried out at the trader’s premises.

AUSTRALIA 


INVOICING MOTOR CARS AND 
CHASSIS 


The Board of Trade have received from the Office of the 
High Commissioner for Australia in London a copy of 
a memorandum, reproduced below, regarding the method of 
invoicing motor cars and chassis. 


METHOD OF 


‘‘1.—Important modifications have been made in the re- 
quirements of the Australian Customs Department in 
regard to the invoicing of motor cars and chassis. 


2.—The special form of invoice which has hitherto been 
required in the case of motor vehicles is no longer to be 
used; such vehicles are now to be invoiced in the form pre- 
scribed for use in connection with merchandise generally. 


3.-—The invoice must set out— 


(a) the current domestic value and selling price to the 
Australian importer of the complete vehicle as 
exported ; 


(>) the dissected values of the separate parts, according 
to Tariff classification. 


4.—The dissected values are to be based on the current 
domestic value or the selling price to purchaser, whichever 
is higher, and are to be arrived at as follows :— 


The amount shown in respect of each part is to be not 
lower than the total cost of such part, including admini- 
sirative and overhead charges, plus the percentage of 
profit applied by the manufacturer in determining— 


(1) the domestic selling price of the complete vehicle; or 


(11) the selling price of the complete vehicle to the 
Austfalian purchaser 


as the case may be. 


5.—It should be noted that under the new procedure, 
either the current domestic value or the selling price to 
purchaser, whichever is higher, is to be dissected. It is not 
necessary to show both current domestic value and selling 
price of the dissected parts.’’ 


BRITISH GUIANA 
EXPORT OF RICE 


The Board of Trade have received a copy of the British 
Guiana Rice (Export Trade) Ordinance, 1932, which estab- 
lishes a Board, to be known as the British Guiana Rice 
Marketing Board, having power to fix the price of rice for 
export and to grant licences to exporters of rice. In this

Duties (Valuation) Regulations, Guernsey, 1933, dated

and copies of the appropriate forms A and B (Declaration 
of Value) are reproduced below. 


1.—The importer of any article liable to duty under the 
said Law shall, when required so to do, produce to the 
Appropriate Authority a declaration in respect of the 
articles duly completed in one of the forms set out in the 
Schedule hereto, or in such other form and manner as the 
Appropriate Authority may direct, together with the invoice 
or invoices specified in the form.

CANADA 


\EW AVERAGE VALUE OF THE POUND 
sTERLING FOR DUMPING DUTY PURPOSES 


The High Commissioner for Canada in London has re- 
wived cabled information from the Department of External 
\fairs at Ottawa that the “‘ average’’ value of the pound 
¢erling for purposes of dumping duty has been fixed at 
413 dollars effective for Customs entries during the period 
March 1 to March 15. 


As the pound sterling has (until March 31) been fixed at 
{40 dollars in connection with the conversion into dollars 
of the ‘‘fair market value,’’ the ‘‘dumping’’ duty on 
imports from Great Britain, Northern Ireland or the Irish 
free State will amount to 27 cents for every pound value 
of the invoice in cases where the actual sum to be paid by 
importers in dollars is not known at the time of clearance. 


Ordinary duties will, as heretofore, be levied on the ‘“‘ fair 
market value ”? converted at 4:866 dollars = £1. 


EXEMPTION OF CERTAIN POULTRY FROM 


“ EXCHANGE ”’ DUMPING DUTY 


Memorandum No. 465, Supplement No. 14, issued on 
February 10 by the Dominion Department of National 
Revenue, states that an Order-in-Council dated February 6 
provides that the value of the pound sterling for the pur- 
poses Of the application of special duty on all shipments 
fom the United Kingdom to Canada of domestic fowls, 
pure bred, for the improvement of stock, entitled to entry 
under the British Preferential Tariff, shall be the average 
value thereof declared by the Department of National 
fevenue from time to time under the provisions of Order- 
m-Council dated October 23, 1931, or, failing such declara- 
tion, the value as determined by Section 55 of the Customs 
Act. 


The effect of the present Order is to free all shipments of 
the abovementioned poultry from the application of ‘‘ ex- 
change,’’ special or dumping duty. 


CUSTOMS RULING REGARDING MERCERISED 
COTTON YARNS 


The Board of Trade have received a cable from H.M. 
Senior Trade Commissioner in Montreal to the effect that 
mercerised cotton yarn entering under Tariff Item 522d has 
been ruled to be of a class or kind made in Canada. This 
ruling will not apply to such yarn ordered prior to Febru- 
wy 4 and entered at the Canadian Customs on or before 
March 16. 


Tariff Item 522d reads as follows: — 


‘Yarns and warps wholly of cotton, mercerised, number 
40 and finer, imported by manufacturers to be 
further manufactured in their own factories ’’— 
duty-free under the British Preferential Tariff and 
dutiable at 25 per cent. ad valorem under the Inter- 
mediate and General Tariffs. 


IRISH FREE STATE 
KXPORT BOUNTIES ON EGGS 


With reference to the notice in the ‘‘ B.T.J.” of Novem- 
ber 24, 1932 (page 753), announcing that bounties on eggs 
would be paid to Irish Free State exporters, the United 
Kingdom Trade Commissioner in Dublin has informed the 
Board of Trade that the bounty will not terminate on Febru- 
ary 28, but will be continued until further notice.

WHEAT REGULATIONS, 1933 


The New Zealand ‘‘ Government Gazette’ of January 6, 
1933, contains an Order-in-Council providing for the estab- 
lishment of a Wheat Purchase Board and the methods to be 
employed by that Board in the purchase and sale of wheat 
in, and the export of wheat from, New Zealand.

FOREIGN 
BULGARIA 
EXCHANGE RESTRICTIONS 


H.M. Acting Consul at Sofia reports that by virtue of a 
Draft Law, effective as from January 31, the importation of 
all goods into Bulgaria has been prohibited except under 
special permit of the Bulgarian National Bank. The pro- 
hibition applies to all goods loaded abroad after January I. 


In the case of goods covered by Bank Notice No. 12,578 
and Bank Ordinance No. 16 (see the ‘‘ B.T.J.’’ for Febru- 
ary 9 (page 227) ) the permission of the National Bank must 
be obtained before orders are placed. In the case of other 
goods the Bank permit must be produced to the Customs 
authorities on the arrival of the goods. It is understood 
that imports of these goods will generally be allowed to the 
extent of 50 per cent. of imports in 1931. No permits will, 
however, be issued in respect of goods enumerated in Bank 
Ordinance No. 4.

CHINA 
MARKING OF IMPORTED GOODS 


H.M. Commercial Counsellor at Shanghai has forwarded 
translation of regulations issued by the National Govern- 
ment providing that all foreign goods destined for importa- 
tion into China must bear labels showing the country of 
origin. 


The regulations provide as follows :— 


1.—All goods destined for importation, together with the 
casings or packings in which they are contained, must bear 
in conspicuous positions labels in distinctive Chinese 
characters stating the country in which they were originally 
produced. The labels must be of a durable nature. 


2.—Goods destined for importation which do not bear 
such labels shall be provided with the same under the super- 
vision of the Maritime Customs authorities; failing which 
the goods shall not be allowed to be imported. 


3.—Goods destined for importation which comply with 
either of the following two special conditions may, upon 
approval by the Customs authorities, be exempt from label- 
ling in respect of the goods themselves— ; 


(a) goods which are sold together with their 
casings or packings, where the said casings or 
packings are already provided with labels; 


(b) where the goods are of such a nature that it is 
impossible to affix labels thereon. 


4.—Should labels be affixed with the intention to mis- 
represent or defraud, i.e. stating that the goods were pro- 
duced in a country other than the one in which they were 
actually produced, the said goods shall be confiscated by 
the Customs authorities. 


The regulations, which were promulgated on January 14, 
1933, are to come into force six months after that date. 


[It should be noted that, except in the special case men- 
tioned in Article 3, the labels must be affixed not only on 
the casings or packings, but also on the goods themselves. ]

RENEWALS OF IMPORT QUOTAS: 
COFFEE AND FISH 


Coffee.—The French ‘‘ Journal Officiel ’’ of March 1 con- 

tains an Order, dated February 28, which fixes the quotas 
for the import into France during March of coffee in the 
husk or bean at 170,000 quintals, and of roasted or ground 
coffee at 27 quintals (i.e., the same quantities as for 
January and February). These quotas will be allocated, 
under licence, in the same way as in January and February 
(see the ‘‘ B.T.J.”? of January 19, page 111). 
' Fish.—The French ‘“ Journal Officiel ’’ of March 2 con- 
tains an Order, dated February 28, fixing quotas for the 
import of certain kinds of sea fish into France during the 
six months commencing April 1. These goods have been 
subject to quota during previous periods. Particulars are 
given below of the total quotas fixed, and of the share 
allotted to the United Kingdom, or, where no separate 
portion is allotted to this country, the portion allotted to 
‘other ’’ countries, in which the United Kingdom has to

EXEMPTIONS FROM EXCHANGE 
COMPENSATION SURTAX

BUDGET LAW: TAXATION MODIFICATIONS 


The French ‘‘ Journal Officiel”? of March 1 contains a 
Law, dated February 28, which lays down various measures 
to assist in balancing the French Budget. The following 
provisions of this Law are of interest to importers. 

Licence Tax on Goods subject to Quota.—Article 56 pro- 
vides that the importers of any product subject to quota 
restriction which is imported under licence or quota certi- 
ficate may be required to pay a tax, the rates of which are 
to be specified by Decree. The maximum sale price of goods 
the import of which 1s authorised in this way may also be 
fized by Decree. The provisions of this Article are, however, 
to be applied during 1933 only. 

Internal Taxes.—Article 57 increases the internal taxes 
on certain spirits, etc., as follows :— 


Petroleum and other spirit, pure or mixed, except white 
spirit—from 27 to 32 frs. per hectolitre. 


Benzols, benzenes, toluenes, spirit distilled from coal, 
pure or mixed, distilling below 200 degrees with a 
residue of less than 10 per cent. (except when used 
for making dyes or chemical products)—from 57 to 
62 frs. per hectolitre. 

Article 62 institutes a new internal tax of 36 frs. per 100 
kilogs. on gas-oils, pure or mixed, destined for use as fuel 
in motor road vehicles.

Article 64 increases the general consumpt-on duty op 
alcohol from 1,320 to 1,350 frs. per hectolitre of pure alcohol. 
Article 65 institutes a new surtax of 100 frs. per hectolitro 
of pure alcohol, payable in addition to the geieral cop. 
sumption duty, on spirits containing anise and having les 
than 400 grms. of sugar per litre, on bitters and on yj} 
aperitifs other than those based on wine and with a strength 
of less than 23 degrees. As regards spirits containing aLise, 
this surtax is to be calculated on a minimum strength 0; 
40 degrees. 

Under Article 66 the internal tax on liquid carbonic aci¢ 
intended for manufacturers of aerated beverages or loaders 
of siphon capsules is increased from 4 to 8 frs. per kilog,, 
and the tax on aerated beverages prepared exclusively with 
natural spring gas is increased from 3 to 5 cts. per litre or 
fraction thereof. 

Miscellaneous.—The Law also increases the rates of the 
‘timbre de dimension” and of certain other stamp taxes 
on commercial documents, as well as making changes in the 
taxes on vehicles, etc. 


IMPORT OF AGRICULTURAL PRODUCE 

The French “‘ Journal Officiel ” of March 1 announces that 
importers wishing to obtain licences to import into France, 
during the second quarter of 1933, agricultural produce 
which is subject to quota restrictions should send their 
applications on the prescribed form to the ‘‘ Ministre de 
agriculture (direction de l’agriculture, 6e Bureau), 78, rue 
de Varenne, Paris,’’ before March 25, marking the envelope 
‘** Autorisations d’importation.”’ 


IMPORT OF ONIONS 


The French ‘‘ Journal Officiel ’’ of March 5 contains an 
Order, dated March 4, providing for the import into 
France during the first quarter of 1933 of an additional 
quota of 3,000 quintals of onions other than those for 
transplanting (Tariff No. ex 158A). 


EXHAUSTION OF QUOTAS 
Recent issues of the French ‘‘ Journal Officiel ’’ announce 
the exhaustion of the quotas-fixed for the import of various 
kinds of goods into France until March 31, in consequence 
of which imports of such goods may not be resumed until 
further notice. United Kingdom trade is affected in the 
following cases :—

Vegetable tanned sole leather, even smoothed, rolled or 
beaten—shoulders—from ‘‘ other ’’ countries, including 
the United Kingdom.

GERMANY 
IMPORT DUTY ON OATS 


A Ministerial Order of March 2, and effective as from 
March 11, provides for the importation of oats at a reduced 
duty of 8 Reichsmarks per 100 kilogs., until July 31, 
1933, subject to the production of an export bond proving 
the export out of the free circulation of the ‘Customs 
territory of a corresponding quantity of oats, in conformity 
with regulations issued by the Minister of Finance. 

“xport bonds issued in respect of exports after March 1 
of milling products of oats under the existing regulations 
will entitle the holder to import a corresponding quantity 
of oats on payment of a reduced duty of 8 Reichsmarks 
per 100 kilogs. Hitherto such oats were admitted duty free.

PANAMA 


DOCUMENTARY REQUIREMENTS FOR 
IMPORTED GOODS 


H.M. Representative at Panama has forwarded transla- 
tions of two Executive Decrees (Nos. 18 and 20), dated 
January 27 and 30, respectively, relating to the production 
of documents in the case of goods imported into Panama. 


In the case of postal parcels, the importer must present to 
the Official Appraiser in Panama, not only the usual postal 
Customs declaration, as hitherto, but also the relative com- 
mercial invoice, as well as a copy of the export declaration 
made by the exporter to the fiscal authorities in the country 
of despatch. 


As regards freight shipments, it is now necessary to pre- 
sent to the Panamanian Consul at the port or place of ship- 
ment a copy of the relevant export declaration made to 
the fiscal authorities in the country of despatch, in addition 
to the documents previously required (Consular and com- 
mercial invoices and bills of lading). Consuls may not 
certify shipping documents unless this export declaration is 
produced to them. 


SIAM 
CUSTOMS TARIFF 


H.M. Consul-General at Bangkok reports, by telegraph, 
the introduction of a revised Siamese Customs Tariff as from 
March 4. The import duty on all articles not specially 
mentioned in the Tariff has been increased from 20 per 
cent. to 30 per cent. ad valorem. Other articles on which 
the import duties have been increased include beer, benzine 
candles, matches, tea, cigarettes, leaf and other tobacco, 
methylated spirit and perfumes, and wax. The excise duty 
on matches has also been increased. The export duties 
remain unchanged. 


NEW 


Further details of the alterations to the Tariff will be 
published as soon as a copy is received in the Board of 
Trade. 


SWITZERLAND 


IMPORT OF WOOLLENS 


H.M. Minister at Berne reports that the Federal Depart- 
ment of Public Economy have authorised the importation 
into Switzerland outside the quota, between February 15 
and March 31, of sample cuttings of woollen and worsted 
tissues, bleached, dyed, printed, of dyed threads, weighing 
300 gramines or less per square metre (Tariff No. 475b). 
This facility applies to lengths of 12} metres for not more 
than four different designs or colours in each quality. Per- 
mits for the importation of these sample cuttings will be 
issued by the ‘‘ Office Fiduciaire des Textiles,’’ in Zurich, 
who have also been authorised, in order to facilitate Easter 
trade in woollens, to issue immediately import licences up 
to one-third of importers’ quotas for the second quarter of 
1933. 


The Swiss ‘‘ Zollnachrichten ’’ of March 4 announces that, 
with effect from March 1, licences for the import of woollen 
and worsted tissues, bleached, dyed, printed or woven of 
dyed yarn, weighing more than 300 grammes per square 
metre, at present subject to quota (see last week’s 
‘‘B.T.J.,’’ page 348), will be issued by the ‘‘ Office Fidu- 
ciaire des Textiles ’’ in Zurich, instead of the Department 
of Public Economy. 


CERTIFICATES OF ORIGIN FOR SILK 
TISSUES 

With reference to the notice in the “‘ B.T.J.’’ of Novem- 
ber 17 (page 720) regarding the requirement that certificates 
of origin must accompany United Kingdom silk and rayon 
tissues (‘Tariff Nos.447 (a) (i) 448) in order that such tissues 
may be imported into Switzerland at the normal rates of 
duty, H.M. Minister at Berne reports that the Swiss 
Customs have decided that the country in which the tissue 
has been woven shal! be regarded as the country of origin, 
and that the finishing (‘‘ perfectionnement ’’) of the goods 
or their clearance by foreign Customs does not constitute a 
change of origin. In consequence, United Kingdom silk and 
rayon tissues must now be accompanied by certificates of 
origin attesting that they have been woven in this country.

SWEDEN 
SUGAR MONOPOLY 


With reference to the notice under the above heading in 
the ‘‘ B.T.J.” of March 24, 1932 (page 430), H.M. repre- 
sentative at Stockholm now reports that the Riksdag has 
passed a law prolonging the regulations relating to the 
State Monopoly of the importation of sugar from March 1, 
1933, to the end of February, 1934. 

In connection with the extension of these regulations, 
minor reductions have been made in the price payable to 
beet-growers and in the guaranteed minimum price of sugar. 


TARIFF MODIFICATIONS (LAPSE 

OF COMMERCIAL TREATY WITH GERMANY) 

H.M. Minister at Stockholm has forwarded copies of two 
Decrees (Nos. 38/9), dated February 14, and effective as 
from February 15, which provide for the levy of increased 
rates of Customs duty on imports of certain goods into 
Sweden. Particulars of the increased rates of duty, which 
have been imposed in consequence of the lapse of the 
Swedish-German Commercial Treaty of May 14, 1926, are

YUGOSLAVIA 


TRADE IN MEDICINAL SPECIALITIES AND 
PATENT MEDICINES 

The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Legation at Belgrade 
has forwarded a translation of the principal sections of a 
new code of regulations, dated October 13, 1932, relating 
to the sale of medicines and medicinal specialities in Yugo. 
slavia. ‘These revised regulations, which replace those of 
June 5, 1930, hitherto in force (see the ‘‘ B.T.J.”’ of Febru- 
ary 19, 1931 (page 246) ), provide, inter alia, that the selling 
price 2 of a patent medicine may not exceed the charge, levi- 
able under the Yugoslav Apothecaries’ Tariff, which would 
be applicable to the compounding and supply by a dis 
pensing chemist of the particular ingredients involved. 

With the exception of this provision, the new regulations 
(which came into operation on October 20, 1932) do not 
materially differ from those formerly in force. It should 
be noted, however, that, according to Article 20 of the 
revised regulations, proprietors (or their agents) of medi- 
cinal specialities and patent medicines approved under the 
former regulations are required to have their permits 
renewed, and, further, to re-register their products at the 
Ministry of Public Welfare and Health not later than 
April 20, 1933.

UNION OF SOUTH AFRICA 


BILL TO REGULATE THE LIVESTOCK AND 
MEAT INDUSTRIES 

The Board of Trade have received a copy of a Bill, to be 
known as the Livestock and Meat Industries Act, 1933, 
which proposes to establish a Livestock and Meat Industries 
Control Board. The Board is to have power to impose 4 
levy on all cattle and sheep slaughtered at approved 
abattoirs in the Union, and to pay to any person who ex 
ports beef, mutton or slaughter cattle from the Union 4 
bounty or premium, of an amount to be determined, varying 
according to the grade of the article exported. 

The Ordinance also authorises the Governor-General t 
make regulations prescribing standards of quality and rules 
for the inspection and grading of meat, and provides, iter 
alia, that the provisions of the Act may be applied by pre 
clamation to other classes of slaughter animals or other 
kinds of meat.

Standardisation of Coal Tar Products. 

The advantages of being able to market the various 
fractions of tar distillates to a standard specification has 
been realised by the principal producers for some time. 

The National Benzole Association set up a Committee who 
have carried out an excellent piece of work in the prepara- 
tion of specifications for the more general light oil products 
used in commerce. 

It was felt that the value of these specifications would be 
increased if they were made national standards. They were 
accordingly referred to the British Standards Institution, 
and after review by a representative Committee under the 
Chemical Divisional Council, they are being issued as British 
Standards. 

In June, 1932, a group of Specifications for Xyloles (B.S.S. 
No. 458) was issued and a similar group of specifications for 
Coal Tar Naphthas has just been published as B.S.S. 
No. 479-1938. 

There are three grades of Coal Tar Naphtha covered by 
the publication as follows :— 

Coal Tar Solvent Naphtha (Sp. gr. 0-855). 
Heavy Coal Tar Naphtha (Sp. gr. 0-860 to 0-910). 
Heavy Coal Tar Naphtha (Sp. gr. 0°855 to 0-945). 

A complete specification is given for each grade and 
includes, amongst others, requirements for Distillation Range, 
Specific Gravity, Freedom from impurities such as water, 
acids, alkalies, etc., and residue on evaporation. 

Detailed information as to the manner in which the various 
tests are to be made is given in the appendices and conforms 
to the recommended methods prepared by the Standardisation 
of Tar Products Tests Committee. 

The specifications will be of interest to the producers of 
coal tar naphthas, and will be a valuable asset to those user 
sections of industry such as manufacturers of soap, rubber, 
varnishes and dyes in which this product plays an important 
art.

British Standard Specification 480-1933, Paper-Insulated 
Cables for Electricity Supply. 

Probably one of the most well-known British Standard 
Specifications amongst members of the electrical industry is 
that for cables, and the new specification just published as 
No. 480, dealing with paper-insulated cables, is therefore of 
more than usual interest. This specification supersedes B.S8.S. 
No. 7-1926 in so far as the latter relates to paper-insulated 
cables, and the changes now introduced are so important that 
B.S.S. 480-1933 is virtually a new specification, although 
nominally a revision of a portion of B.8.S. No. 7-1926. 

The main modifications, as compared with B.8.S8. No. 7-1926, 
relate to the thicknesses of insulation and metallic sheath. 
In the first place, the method of stating these thicknesses is 
new ; and in the second place, the actual thicknesses have been 
reduced. At the same time, it should be borne in mind that 
there have in recent years been considerable advances in the 
technique of cable-making, and there need be no fear that the 
factor of safety has been unduly affected. The reductions in 
the thicknesses of insulation and metallic sheath are not so 
great as would appear from a first glance at the tables, since 
the new figures represent minimum thicknesses at any point in 
the wall of the a. whereas in the 1926 specification a toler- 
ance of 10 per cent. below the thicknesses stated in the tables 
was permitted provided that the mean of the thicknesses 
around the circumference was not less than the standard value. 

The new specification introduces, for the first time, tables of 
dimensions for 460-volt and 20,000-volt cables. An Appendix 
is also included, giving a schedule of recommended colours for 
the cores of paper-insulated cables. It is recommended that 
these colours should be adopted as far as possible in new 
installations.

British Standard Plugs and Sockets. 

From time to time complaints have been raised regarding 
the behaviour of wall plugs and sockets, more particularly as 
regards over-heating of the contacts and looseness (or tight- 
ness) of the contact between the pins and their sockets. These 
defects have been attributed to the fact that the tolerances 
on the diameters of the pins and contact-tubes are not always 
rigidly adhered to, but in many designs the problem has been 
met by introducing a spring form of construction for the con- 
tacts in the socket, and also by making these contacts ‘“‘ float- 
ing,’’ t.e., self-adjusting as to pitch. These features have now 
been incorporated as mandatory requirements in the British 
Standard Specification for Wall Plugs and Sockets (B.S.S. 
No. 372), and a revision sheet to this effect has just been 
issued.
